Mto  Chaiman,  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  ny  i'mnual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  1970,  which  I hope  will  be,  as  in  the  past,  a useful  source 
of  reference.  The  details  of  the  year’s  activities  are  described  in  the 
first  part  of  the  report,  followed  by  tabulated  details. 

The  urban  district  still  continues  to  develop,  the  nid  1970  estimated 
population  being  15,950,  an  increase  of  90  over  the  nid  1969  figure.  Ther 
is  still  sone  new  building  being  carried  out  in  the  area  but  less  than  in 
nore  recent  yeors. 

There  were  526  births  during  the  year,  36  less  than  in  1969 » giving 
an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  24a 3 compared  with  the  National  figure  of  16, 
showing  that  a high  birth  rate  still  occurs  in  the  district,  reflecting 
the  young  family  population  of  the  newer  properties  in  the  area.  There 
were  7 infant  deaths  under  one  year  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  21 
to  conpare  with  the  National  Rate  of  18.  In  the  urban  districts  one 
cannot  nake  as  nuch  comparison  between  individual  yearly  figures,  but 
rather  comparison  over  several  years. 

A total  of  211  deaths  was  registered  during  1970,  an  increase  of  9 
over  the  I969  figure,  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  15o3  as  compared 
with  the  National  Rate  of  11. 7o 

Tliere  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
in  1970,  214  as  compEired  with  I5I  in  I969,  this  being  due  mainly  to  the 
169  measles  notifications.  Measles  still  remains  one  of  the  main  causes 
of  morbidity  in  young  children  but  ir.imunisation  is  now  available  against 
the  disease.  Routine  irmunisation  is  also  available  against  diphtheria, 
tetanus,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  vaccination  either 
from  the  General  Pra-ctitioner  or  at  the  Local  Health  Clinic.  These 
injections  are  offered  to  all  parents  for  their  children  and  it  is 
hoped  that  there  is  at  least  an  80^  acceptance  rate  to  mainta,in  good 
conr.Tunity  protection.  Immunisation  against  rubella  (German  Mealses)  was 
also  introduced  during  the  year  available  for  girls  ages  11  to  I3. 

The  housing  clearance  programme  progressed  slowly  during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  joint  Regional  Committee  on  Refuse  Disposal  was  prepared 
but  any  proposals  made  are  still  in  the  future.  The  question  of  refuse 
disposal  and  collection  is  one  which  now  occupies  a great  deal  of  your 
Inspector’s  tine. 
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At  the  tine  of  writin{j  this  report  various  Gcverment  Docunents  have 
been  published  affectirii^'  ”I-Iea,lth’'  Departnont  Scrvioos,  includin^j  the  Local 
CTOVcrrincnt  Refom  ProposaJso  It  is  not  yet  clear  vdiat  the  final  pattern 
of  Enviaronnental  Services  v/ill  be,  but  it  does  appear  fron  the  Consultative 
Docunont  on  the  Refom  of  the  Health  Services,  the  Personal  HeaJth  Services 
will  be  in  a unified  National  Health  Service  outside  Local  Authority 
departnont So  The  various  "welfare"  services  which  were  included  in  the 
personal  health  services  have  been  passed  to  the  Socia,!  Services  departnent« 
The  whole  period  of  uncertainty  is  not  very  satisfactory  for  staff, 
including  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  and  it  is  hoped  that  nore  definite 
plans  will  be  made  known  in  the  near  futuroo 

In  conclusion  I oust  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  HeCvlth 
Committee  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Councilo  I would  aJso  like  to  thank  the 
Senior  Riblic  Health  Inspector  and  staff  of  the  Hea.lth  Department  for  their 
continued  assistance  and  support,  including  the  preparation  of  this  report#

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  i\ITD  GENERAL  CHARiiCTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Urban  District  of  Crompton  covers  some  2,865  acres  located 
on  the  western  slopes  of  the  Pennines  on  the  fringe  of  the  South 
Lancashire  Industrial  Area,  varying  between  550  to  1,300  feet  above 
sea  level.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of 
Milnrow,  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Urban  District  of  Royton,  on 
the  south  by  the  County  Borough  of  Oldham  and  on  the  east  by  the 
Urban  District  of  Saddleworth  in  the  V/est  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

Much  of  the  outlying  area  is  comprised  of  agricultural  and 
moor  land.  In  spite  of  some  contraction,  textiles  remains  the  chief 
industry.  Other  industries  include  electric  lamp  manufa,cture  and 
light  engineering. 

The  district  is  divided  into  four  wards.  North,  South, East  and 

West. 

The  sub-soil  is  chiefly  clay  and  shale,  with  sand  and  rock  in 
places  overlying  the  coal  measures. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities  - rail  and 
bus  services.

Table  1 shov/s  the  principal  annual  statistics  for  the  years  1970, 
1969,  1965  nnd  I96O0 

The  number  of  deaths  in  1970  was  211  (as  compared  with  202  in  19^9) , 
C;±v±nc;  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  15o3  (Mol)  to  compare  with  the  na,tionai 
figure  of  11*7  (llo9)o  7iS  in  recent  years  the  principa,!  causes  of  death 
were  degenerative  disefises  of  the  cardiac  and  nervous  system,  cancer  and 
also  diseases  of  the  coronary  circulation*  In  general  this  reflects  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  old  people  in  the  popula^tion  and  the  decreased 
importance  of  infectious  diseases  as  a cause  of  death* 

Tables  2 and  5 show  deaths  by  cause  and  age  respectively* 

Seven  infants  died  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  Table  4 deta,ils 
causes  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year*  The  main  loss  of  infant  life 
was  through  prematurity  ; at  present  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  can 
be  avoided*  All  pregnant  women  should  be  encouraged  to  attend  for  ^nte- 
Natal  care  as  early  as  possible  in  their  pregnancy* 

Comparability  Fo-ctor*  This  figure  is  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General,  and  is  used  to  adjust  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  so 
that  they  can  be  compared  with  the  birth  and  death  rates  for  England  and 
V/alos  as  a,  whole*

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified,  214  cases  compared  with  I5I  cases  in  1969*  Table  5 sots  out 
the  age  distribution  of  persons  notified  as  suffering  from  infectious 
diseases,  and  Table  6 compares  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  1970 
with  previous  years* 
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Measles, 


There  were  l6?  cases  of  neasles  in  1970'  as  against  I3I  in  3 969, 

Measles  vaccination' is  now  o,vailable  locally,  and  parents  are  now  more 
rea,dy  to  accept  the  vaccine. 

Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning, 

There  were  only  2 cases  of  dysentery  and  4 cases  of  food  poisoning 
officially  notified.  The  specific  sources  of  these  were,  not  able  to  be 
established,  even  though  a considera.ble  anount  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector's  tine  wa,s  taken  in  trying  to  trace  then, 

A total  of  151  faecal  specir.iens  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory, 

Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox, 

As  in  recent  yca-rs  no  causes  of  diphtheria,  acute  poliomyelitis  and 
sna.llpox  were  notified  in  the  axea.  during  1970,  Parents  are  advised  to 
take  a^dvantage  of  the  irxiunisation  which  is  ava^ilable  to  protect  against 
these  disca.seSo 

Wliccping  C'.Ut'^h, 

There  were  10  causes  of  whooping  cough  notified  in  1970  as  aga.inst 
none  in  19^9  hut  fortuna,tely  these  cases  were  mild,  though  the  cough 
itself  actually  lasts  for  about  one  month, 

Scaarlet  Fever, 

There  were  9 causes  of  scaj?let  fever  in  1970  as  against  I4  in  1969) 
again  with  adequate  treatment  the  disease  is  usually  mild. 

Infective  Jaundice, 

There  were  16  cases  in  1970  as  against  2 in  1969®  While  the  total  of 
16  causes  of  infective  jaundice  is  much  higher  than  in  19^9 > i't  is  difficult 
to  deterr.iino  yet  what  night  be  regarded  as  "average"  annual  incidence  of 
this  disease. 

Tuberculosis, 


Pour  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  5 puLmonar;''’  and  1 non- 
pulmonary.  At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  18  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register,  I4  pulmonary  and  4 non-pulnonaxy. 

In  gonera.l  nowadays  most  cases  are  notified  eaxly  and  can  bo 
satisfactorily  treated.  The  M.M.R.  unit  is  availa.ble  for  X-ray'"  purposes 
and  appoin"tnents  can  bo  made  through  General  Practitioners, 
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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  PFP.SONAL  HKILTE  SERVICES  iVIID  ALEIED  SERVICES . 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and 
for  this  purpose  Crompton  at  present  forms  part  of  Health  Division  14»

This  is  a,dninistered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Corxiittee*  There  is  a 
Hone  Help  Organiser,  whose  duties  are  to  co-ordinate  the  supply  and  demand 
of  Home  Helps  throughout  the  Division*  The  major  part  of  this  service  is 
devoted  to  the  care  of  the  aged  and  infirm  in  their  own  hones*

Mto  Chairnan,  Ladies  and  Gentlcr.ien, 

I have  the  honour  to  suhnit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
c ir CUTIS tances  of  the  district  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Departnent 
for  1970* 

The  year  could  hardly  be  described  as  uneventful  particularly  in  the 
field  of  refuse  collection*  Nationally,  what  cane  to  be  known  as  "the 
dirty  jobs  strike"  disrupted  refuse  collection  and  other  services  in  a 
larG’e  nunber  of  authorities  for  several  weeks  and  piles  of  rubbish  in  the 
streets  becane  a comon  si^^ht*  The  refuse  collectors  of  this  authority 
v;ere  called  upon  to  participate  in  the  strike  in  its  fina,l  two  v/eeks  and 
whilst  the  inconvenience  to  residents  was  quite  substantial,  the  effects 
could  have  been  very  nuch  worse*  Unfortunately,  this  was  not  the  only 
occa,sion  during  the  year  when  the  service  ran  into  difficulties*  Fron  the 
length  of  ny  coments  on  refuse  collection  and  disposal  in  the  body  of  the 
report,  it  will  be  gathered  tha.t  these  two  subjects  took  up  a considera.ble 
ar.ount  of  time  and  whilst  they  are  very  important  asxxjcts  of  public  hea.lth 
work,  there  were  times  when  I began  to  wonder  just  wiiat  my  designa.tion 
ought  to  bo* 

The  most  disappointing  event  of  the  year  was  the  suspension  of 
operation  of  two  of  the  authority's  smoke  control  orders*  Even  a 
temporary  or  partial  abandonment  of  smoke  control  is  a very  big  step 
ba-ckwards  but  the  Council's  decision  was  not  taken  lightly*  I know  that 
some  of  my  colleagues  will  disagree  with  me  but  in  the  circumstances  I fail 
to  see  what  else  the  Council  could  have  done  and  I believe  they  were  right 
to  give  a lead  to  the  residents  rather  than  leave  them  wondering  v;hat  the 
winter  might  hold  in  store. 

In  other  directions,  the  work  of  the  department  v/as  carried  on  at  a 
steady  pace*  There  was  a little  slowing  down  of  the  clearance  of  unfit 
properties  but  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  first  dwellings  on  the  new 
Smallbrook  Estate  were  almost  ready  for  occupn,tion  and  the  prospects  of 
picking  up  some  lost  ground  daring  1971  appeared  bright* 

In  conclusion,  I must  offer  my  th.anlcs  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  throughout  the 
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yearo  I also  express  ny  thanlcs  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Clerk,  the  Siorveyor,  the  Troasiirer  and  their  staffs  for  their  assistance 
and  co-operation  and  by  no  neans  least,  ny  sincere  api.'reciation  of  the 
effort  and  support  {;^iven  to  ne  at  all  tines  by  ny  colleat3ues  in  the  Public 
Health  Departr.ient.

(a)  saicit/jry  circmstmces  of  the  area. 

1)  WATER  SUPPLY. 

P.iblic  Supply,  The  West  Pennine  Water  Board  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  the  water  supply  for  the  great  majority  of  the  premises  in 
the  district* 

Generally,  supplies  were  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity*  A few 
reports  regarding  discoloured  water  were  made  to  the  Department  and  those  were 
referred  to  the  Water  Board  for  attention* 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chem.ical  examination  of  the  raw  water  and  the 
water  going  into  supply  is  carried  out  by  the  water  undertakers*  Reports  were 
received  from  the  Water  Board’s  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  on  samples 
taken  from  the  plants  serving  the  Crompton  area  and  also  on  samples  taken  at 
various  points  v;ithin  the  district*  In  only  one  instance,  v/as  the  result 
uns  a,  t i s f ac  t ory  # 

Private  Supply*  Fift3''-nine  houses  and  farm.s  depend  on  private  supplies 
from  wells  and  springs*  The  properties  are  mainly  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  district  where  extensions  to  the  public  m.ain  is  impracticable  and 
uneconomic*  Twenty-seven  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  vrcre  taken 
by  the  Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examinc?.tiono  Eighteen 
samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory  and  nine  were  unsatisfactory*  Most  of 
the  unsatisfactory  samples  came  from  one  source  in  the  district  serving  five 
houses*  At  the  end  of  the  year  after  pressures  from  the  Department,  the  owner 
of  the  properties  was  investigating  the  possibility  of  providing  ma-ins  ^^rater* 

2)  SE\fiiIRAGE  im  SE\»/AGE  DISPOS.\L. 


Apart  from  outlying  areas  where  it  is  impracticable  to  lay  main  sewers, 
the  whole  of  the  district  is  satisfactorily  sewered*  Sewage  is  treated  at  the 
New  Hey  and  Low  Crompton  Works* 

The  New  Hey  works  is  somewhat  overloaded  but  during  1970,  it  still  provided 
a final  effluent  of  a standard  within  the  River  Authority’s  criteria*  V/ith 
regard  to  the  plan  to  link  the  Low  Crompton  Works  with  the  Royton  Urban  District 
Council’s  Works,  very  little  progress  v/as  made* 

All  the  new  development  which  took  place  in  the  district  was  connected  to 
the  Council’s  sewerage  system* 

For  two- thirds  of  the  year,  the  Council  was  without  a gully  emptying 
machine  and  Royton  Urban  District’s  machine  was  hired  to  maintain  the  weekly 
collection  of  nightsoil  from  the  properties  served  by  pail  closets* 
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3)  RIVERS  STHEMS, 


The  Mersej'-  ejid  V/eaver  River  Authority  is  the  controlling  authority  for 
the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district* 


No  flooding  from  the  River  Beal  took  place  during  the  yopx  but  the  Counci 
continued  to  press  for  an  early  start  on  the  River  Authority’s  scheme  to 
improve  the  full  length  of  the  Beal  to  cater  for  a 1 in  10  year  storro. 

Work  coni.ienced  on  the  Council’s  land  drainage  scheme  in  the  Bucks  tones 
Road  area  and,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  was  virtually  completed* 

4)  PUBLIC  CLEidTSING.

(a)  Refuse  Collection*  The  refuse  collection  service  experienced  more 
than  its  fair  share  of  troubles  and  difficulties  during  the  year* 

V. 

In  January,  due  to  an  abnormal  amount  of  sickness  amongst  the  staff,  ever; 
team  had  to  work  under  strength  and  on  some  da,ys,  the  number  of  teams  operating 
had  to  be  reduced*  This  made  it  impossible  to  cope  -with  the  back  log  of  refusi 
which  always  accumulates  after  the  Christmas  and  New  Year  festivities* 
Difficulties  also  arose  from  the  longer  haul  to  the  tip  at  Oldham  and  collectii 
were  erratic  until  the  early  pajrt  of  March* 

Further  trouble  quickly  followed  as  the  men  requested  an  immediate  review 
the  conditions  of  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  and,  in  particular,  the  bonus 
payments  made*  The  Council  accepted  tha,t  this  was  not  an  unreasonable  request 
and  moved  quickly  to  try  to  resolve  the  dispute*  Unfortunately,  this  was  not 
fast  enough  so  far  as  the  men  were  concerned  and  they  adopted  what  can  only  be 
described  as  go-slow  taotics,  emptying  only  a certain  number  of  bins  per  man  p« 
day  and  no  m.ore.  An  offer  of  an  additional  £1  per  man  per  week,  to  be  pcaid  on 
condition  that  the  rounds  were  completed  oa,ch  week,  was  D-a,de  by  the  Council 
and  accepted  by  the  men  and  the  prospects  of  a return  to  satisfactory  collectic 
appeared  bright* 

However,  a couple  of  months  or  so  later,  a further  dispute  arose  over  the 
unv/illigness  of  one  nan  to  join  a Tra,des  Union*  Once  again,  go-slow  action  waf 
tlireatenod  but  the  nan  in  question  decided  to  reverse  his  original  decision  and 
the  action  did  not  materia-liso*  Nevertheless,  work  standards  suffered  through 
the  ill-feeling  v;hich  developed  bctvraon  crews  and  the  tine  which  was  lost  in  th 
holding  of  meetings* 

Things  then  ran  fairly  smoothly  until  October  when  the  non  were  called  upc 
to  participa,te  in  the  Local  Authority  Manual  Workers  Strike  in  support  of  a wa^ 
claim*  The  men  wore  on  strike  for  almost  a fortnight*  During  tliis  period  and 
in  the  succeeding  weeks  until  collections  returned  to  normal,  plastic  sacks  wer 
issued  to  assist  v/ith  storage  problems  and  many  residents  overcame  their 
difficulties  by  taking  refuse  to  the  tip  themselves* 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  members  of  the  Work  Study  Team  sot  up 
jointly  by  the  Urban  District  of  Chaddorton,  Crompton,  Failsworth  and  Raj'^ton, 
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comenoed  their  survey  of  our  refuse  collection  service,  but  their  findings 
and  recoroendations  were  not  expected  until  sonetine  in  1971o 

(b)  Refuse  Disposalp  Thx-oughout  the  year,  disposal  of  donestic  refuse 
took  place  at  Oldhan  County  Borough’s  tip*  The  longer  haul  and  the  tine  set 
for  tipping  last  loads  caused  some  difficulties  on  the  collection  side  but 
generally  the  arrangenent  worked  exceedingly  well*  The  fact  that  it  did  so 
was  due  in  no  snail  v/ay  to  the  excellent  co-operation  received  fron  Oldhan’ s 
Director  of  Public  Cleansing  and  his  staffo 

The  tip  at  Twingates  was  retained  for  the  disposal  of  industrial, 
connercial  and  certain  trade  refuse  and  for  Civic  Anenities  Act  purposes. 

In  Septenber,  a petition  was  subnit ted  to  the  Health  Connittee  fron  residents 
in  the  area  of  the  tip  conplaining  of  a nunber  of  nuisances.  As  is  not 
unconnon  with  this  particular  nethod  of  registering  grievances,  sone  of  the 
allegations  were  exaggerated,  sone  of  the  requests  were  unrealistic  and  sone 
of  the  signa-tories  resided  so  far  away  fron  the  tip,  it  was  extremely  difficult 
to  imagine  that  they  were  suffering  in  any  shape  or  fom.  Nevertheless, 
several  conpla.ints  were  valid  and,  a,s  a result  of  the  Connittee ’s  considerations, 
certain  measures  v;ore  adopted  which  considerably  improved  conditions  in  the 
area.  Perhaps  the  most  successful  was  the  stationing  of  a covered  bulk 
container  on  the  tip  for  use  by  residents  bringing  refuse  to  the  tip  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Civic  /inenitics  Act  and  also  for  use  by  local  traders  for 
the  depositing  of  perishable  wastes.  This  alleviated  the  previous 
unsatisfactory  situation  where  refuse  brought  over  the  week-end  lay  on  the  tip 
uncovered  until  Monday.  The  decision  to  employ  additional  watchmen  so  that 
someone  is  on  duty  from  8 a.n.  to  dusk  each  day  also  proved  worthwhile  and 
resulted  in  a reduction  of  fly-tipping  in  the  area  and  unauthorised  dumping 
on  the  tip  itself. 


During  the  year,  the  authority  continued  to  participate  in  the  Study 
Group  set  up  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  the  establishment  of  regional 
refuse  disposal  to  serve  Oldhan  and  District.  In  January  the  Public  Health 
Connittee  gave  approval  in  principle  to  the  report  of  the  Local  Government 
Operational  Research  Unit  who  previously  had  been  engag'ed  by  the  Group.  The 
main  recommendation  of  the  Unit  was  that  a refuse  treatment  plant  should  bo 
provided  on  a site  South  of  Oldhan  and  the  Hathershaw  area  wa-s  quoted  as  the 
best  theoretical  site. 

Following  meetings  of  elected  representatives  and  officers  of  each  of 
the  authorities  involved,  a TechniCcal  sub-committee  was  sot  up  to  continue 
the  study.  At  this  point,  one  authority  withdrew  fron  the  proposed  scheme 
to  go  its  own  way  and  two  others  retained  an  interest  on  an  uncommitted  basis. 

Progress  during  the  rema.indor  of  the  year  v;as  ra,ther  slow  but  in  many 
ways,  this  was  inevitable.  However,  a nunber  of  major  decisions  were  taJeen. 
Because  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  tipping  land,  it  was  decided 
that  the  plant  should  bo  an  incinerator  rather  than  a pulveriser.  Siting  of 
the  proposed  plant  proved  a difficult  problem  and  a-ftor  lengthy  considerations, 
it  was  decided  to  commence  negotia-tions  for  a site  on  the  Oldham/Royton 
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boundary*  This  was  sons  distance  a.way  from  the  theoretical  site  and  because 
of  the  extra  travellin/j  involved,  the  Borcuchs  of  Ashton-undor-Lync  and 
Mossley  withdrew  their  interest*  Towands  the  end  of  the  year,  ea.ch  of  the 
authorities  remaining  gave  approval  to  the  appointnent  of  consultants  and 
representatives  of  four  fiiris  wore  interviewed  by  the  TechnicaJ  Sub- 
committee* 

(c)  Salvage  The  arrangements  naile  in  the  previous  year  for  the  sale  of 
loose  loads  of  waste  ipapor  to  a locaJ  merchant  were  successfully  ca,rriod  on 
throu^ighout  1970  and  aga,in  resulted  in  a considera.ble  increase  in  incone  over 
tha.t  for  previous  years* 

(d)  Refuse  Stcraigo*  Under  the  Council's  dustbin  replanenent  scheme, 

340  bins  wore  supplied*  In  a.ddition,  II9  bins  wore  sold  for  use  cat  new 
property  or  a.s  additional  dustbins  a.t  existing  properties*  The  34'  cu*  ft* 
capacity  pla^stic  dustbins  remained  ijopular  and  this  type  of  bin  is  helping 
to  alleviate  storage  problems  particularly  a.t  houses  whore  no  refuse  can  be 
burnt* 


The  pa.per  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  and  collection  a,t  the  Council's 
Beal  Hey  estate  operated  successfully  throughout  the  year*  Sacks  wore  also 
used  a.,s  bin  liners  at  a snail  number  of  properties  where  access  is  difficult 
and  carries  particularly  long  and  with  the  c-:)-o  per  action  of  the  residents 
involved,  also  operated  successfully* 

5)  OFFENSIVE  TR.H)ES. 

There  were  no  offensive  tra.de s carried  on  or  registered  in  the  district* 

6)  Ri^G  FLOCK  PREMISES. 

There  were  no  licensed  manufacturers  in  the  district  but  there  wac  one 
registered  upholsterer.  Conditions  a.t  these  premises  were  alv/ays  found  to 
be  satisfactory* 

7)  SMIT/HY  ACCOMOBiiTIQN. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  wacte  water  closets  in  the  district* 
During  the  year,  the  pail  closets  at  throe  houses  were  converted  to . the  fresh 
water  system.,  the  dra.ina.ge  for  which  was  connected  to  septic  tanks*  There 
are  thirty  pail  closets  remaining  in  the  district  serving  fifty- six  properties 
all  of  which  are  in  outlying  parts* 

8)  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

(a)  Indus tria.l*  Six  smoke  observations  of  omissions  from  industrial 
premises  were  made  during  the  year*  There  were  no  serious  infringements  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act  except  in  the  ca.se  of  one  mill  which  had  been  closed  for 
S'Xie  tine  and  re-opened  for  use  a.s  a warehouse*  Totally  unsuitable  fuel 
for  the  type  of  boiler  plant  was  being  burnt  and  the  department  was  able  to 
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assist  in  obtaining  supplies  of  a nore  suitable  fuel  pending  the  renewal 
of  the  boiler  plant » 

(b)  DonestiCo  The  No*  5 (Buckstones  Hoad)  Smoke  Control  Order  cane 
into  operation  on  1st  Julyo  On  that  date,  54!^  of  the  total  area  of  the 
district  and  46%  of  the  total  number  of  properties  in  the  district  were 
covered  by  snoke  control  orders. 

Birring  the  early  part  of  the  sunner,  the  Connittee  became  increasingly 
concerned  about  the  availability  of  solid  smokeless  fuels.  The  local  fuel 
traders  were  having  difficulty  in  meeting  the  immediate  demand  and  the 
prospects  for  the  winter  of  1970/71  were  grim.  Representations  v/ere  made  by 
the  Council  to  the  then  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the 
Minister  of  Technology  and  the  assistc?nce  of  the  Member  of  Parliament  for 
the  division  v/as  also  sought.  In  addition,  the  Council  actively  supported 
the  Clean  Air  Organisations  of  which  it  is  a member  in  further  representations 
to  the  two  Ministers.  All  this  was  of  little  avail  and  it  was  reluctantly 
decided  to  seek  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
to  suspension  of  the  prc-1964  Smoke  Control  Orders,  viz:  Nos.  1 and  2 
(Edward  Road  and  Rushcroft).  The  approval  was  subsequently  given  and  the 
two  Orders  were  suspended  from  1st  November,  1970  to  50th  April,  1971o 

(c)  Smoko  Nuisances.  Eighteen  visits  were  ma.de  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  snoke  nuisances  from  burning  in  the  open  air.  Some  of  those  visits 
were  to  small  industrialists  and  building  contractors  on  various  sites  in  the 
district  who  were  using  this  method  for  the  disposal  of  unwanted  materials 
and  laibbish.  Whilst  this  constitutes  an  offence  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
there  are  times  v;hen  an  Inspector  must  agree,  all  be  it  reluctantly,  that 
burning  is  the  most  practica-ble  way  of  getting  rid  of  a particular  type  of 
waste  and  provided  this  is  not  a recurring  practice,  not  much  ham  results. 
There  wore,  however,  cases  where  the  culprits  were  scrap  metaJ  dealers  burning 
cable  insulation  in  order  to  recover  the  meta.l  and  informaJ  action  had  to  bo 
taken  on  a number  of  occasions. 

9)  ROBENT  CONTROL. 

The  details  regarding  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  are  given  in  Table 
12.  Of  the  total  number  of  complaints  received,  65^  were  in  respect  of  mice. 
VJanfarin  resistance  in  mice  again  proved  a difficult  problem  to  overcome 
and  particularly  at  premises  where  central  heating  wa.s  installed,  the  use  of 
alphachlora.lose  bait  met  with  only  limited  success.  A private  company  was 
employed  to  carry  out  a sewer  treatment  and  tliree-hundred  manholes  on  the 
sewer  system  were  baited  using  fluora.ee tamide, 

10)  BISPTFESTAiarTS. 


Buring  the  year,  9 council  houses  and  25  private  houses  wore  treated  by  the 
department’s  foreman  for  insect  in*fe stations.  As  in  previous  yoa-rs,  the  main 
trouble  was  due  to  cockroa,ches. 
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11)  DISIIJFECTION. 


Advice  on  current  disinfection  was  /^iven  on  visiting  cases  of  notified 
infectious  diseases  and  free  disinfectant  v;as  issued  as  required® 

12)  BATHS. 

The  capacity  of  the  plunge  at  the  Public  Baths  in  Farrow  Street  is  65,000 
gallons  supplied  from  the  nains  supply®  The  method  of  treatment  of  the  water 
is  continuous  chlorination,  aeration  and  filtration  and  the  turnover  .-period  is 
four  hours. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  the  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  fifteen  of  which  wore  reported  as  satisfactory®  Of  the  six 
unsatisfactory  samples,  in  two  instances  these  were  as  a result  of  a 
temporary  breakdown  in  the  plant  and  the  others  could  probably  be  attributed 
to  a local  contamination  in  the  plunge® 

15)  FACTORIES, 


The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  a,t  the  end  of  the  year  totalled 
87  and  the  number  of  inspections  undertalcen  during  the  year  was  59«  Informal 
action  v;as  taken  to  remedy  defects  to  the  sanitary  conveniences  at  two 
factories® 

Tables  10  and  11  give  details  of  the  type  of  factories  and  the  inspections 
carried  out* 

14)  OFFICES,  SHOPS  mi)  RAILV/AY  PREMISES. 

The  total  number  of  premises  on  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  78*  Of  these,  54  received  a general 
inspection  and  80  visits  were  made  under  the  Act®  One  accident  was  reported 
during  the  year®  The  prescribed  investigation  took  place  but  no  further  action 
was  necessary® 

15)  NOISE  i\BATEMEITT. 


Six  complaints  of  noise  nuisances  were  investigated  during  the  year®  In 
two  instances,  nuisances  were  not  confirmed,  in  tv;o  other  informa,!  action 
succeeded  in  effecting  a sa,tisfactory  remedy  and  in  the  other  tv;o  cases,  action 
could  not  be  taken  by  the  local  authority  and  the  complainants  were  advised 
to  consult  a solicitor® 

16)  /iNBlAL  B0i\RDING  EST^YBLISIMENTS. 


The  two  premises  in  the  district  licenced  under  the  AnLmal  Boarding 
Esta,blishments  Act  were  both  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year® 
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17)  COMPL.\PTTS,  DEFECTS  iiND  MJISiaTCES. 


548  official  conplaints  ware  nade  to  the  Departnent  during  1970*  All 
were  investigated  and  action  Wtas  talcen  where  appropriate*  552  defects  and 
nuisances  were  discovered  and  55^  v/ero  remedied* 

18)  LEGAL  PROCEEDBIGS. 

It  was  not  necessary  in  any  instance  during  the  year  to  take  legal 
proceedings* 
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(b)  housing. 


1)  INSPECTION  i\NI>  REPAIES. 

During:  the  year,  505  dwellings  were  inspected  fomally  or  infernally 
for  housing  defects  and  the  number  of  visits  made  for  the  purpose  was  6560 
Action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  59 
houses  either  to  remedy  defects  or  to  render  the  houses  fit  for  human 
habitation© 

2)  CLE/Jh^CE  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

Twenty- two  houses  were  represented  n,s  unfit  during  the  year  and  the  Council 
made  either  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  as  appropriate* 

The  Salts  Street  Nos,  1 and  2 Clearance  Orders  comprising  seventy-one 
houses  which  wore  made  late  in  I969  were  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  early  in  1970  and  were  subsequently  confirmed* 

Sixteen  houses  were  demolished  and  six  houses  were  closed  during  the 
yea-r  and  sixteen  families  from  unfit  properties  were  re-housed  by  the  Council, 

3)  ;\PPLICATI0NS  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  applica-nts  on  the  Council’s  Housing  list  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  347  a decrea.se  of  11  from  the  number  at  the  end  of  1969*  Of  these 
347  applications,  195  were  for  one  bedroom,  60  for  two  bedroom,  80  for  three 
bedroom  and  12  for  four  bedroom  accommodation* 

4)  ERECTION  OF  NEW  HOUSES. 

No  new  dwellings  were  actually  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
though  work  continued  on  the  scheme  comprising  96  dwellings  at  the  Smallbrook 
Mill  site  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  first  houses  wore  almost  ready  for 
occupation.  The  total  number  of  post  war  Council  dwellings  erected  remained 
at  604*  Detailed  plans  were  in  course  of  preparation  for  a Special  Aged 
Persons  Scheme  at  Siddall  Street  comprising  20  dwellings. 

Private  development  in  the  district  continued  and  during  the  year  95 
houses  were  erected,  bringing  the  total  of  privately  built  post-war  dwellings 

to  2,232* 

5)  P-IPROVEMENT  GR.\iTTS. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  kindly  provided  the  statistics  given  under 
this  heading* 

The  Council  received  93  applications  for  Standard  Grants  under  the  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  and  the  Housing  Acts,  I96I,  19^4  and  1969#  All 
the  applications  wore  for  improvement  to  the  full  standard  and  87  were  approved. 
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Work  was  conplGtcd  in  80  casos'o  Thirteen  applications  vrcre  received  for 
Inprovenent  Grants  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  cind 
the  Housing  Act,  1969»  Pour  applications  were  approved  hy  the  Council  and 
work  was  conploted  in  one  case,, 
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(c)  DTSPECTION  IMP  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


1)  POOP  HYGIENE, 


Tho  inspection  of  all  types  of  food  prenisos  in  the  distract  was 
continued  during  the  yearo  Generally,  standards  renained  high  and  tho  main 
cause  for  concern  arose  fron  bad  practices  rather  than  ccntrp.ventions  of 
the  regulations#  Glass  showcases  are  still  used  for  articles  such  as 
cigarettes,  blocks  of  chocolate  and  vra.pped  chocolate  biscuits  whilst  pies, 
creaoi  cakes  and  other  open  food  is  displayed  for  sado,  unprotected#  One’s 
innediate  reaction  is  another  instance  of  tho  lack  or  failure  of  health 
education,  but  this  is  not  alwa.ys  so#  Instead,  it  is  another  sad  reflection 
on  present  day  society  for  a shopkeeper  to  have  to  measure  the  effect  on  his 
business  of  petty  pilfering  against  good  food  hygiene  practice# 

2)  lilSPEGTIQN  OF  MEAT  im  OTHER  FOODS. 


(a)  Meat  Inspection#  The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year#  Table  16  gives  the  statistics  in 
relation  to  mead  inspection#  The  standard  of  the  animals  slaughtered 
continued  to  be  high  and  none  was  found  to  be  affected  by  tuberculosis  or 
cysticercosis#  Parasitic  conditions  were  reponsible  for  the  greater  paj?t  of 
the  total  amount  of  moat  condemned# 

(b)  Inspection  of  Other  Foods#  The  ancimt  of  other  foods  condemned 
during  the  year  was  2,718  lbs#  This  wa„s  a much  higher  total  than  in  recent 
years  and  was  duo  to  repeated  breakdown  of  the  frozen-food  cabinets  at  one 
shop  in  the  district#  One  ha.s  got  to  expect  a breakdown  occasionally  but  at 
those  premises  there  was  not  only  an  alaj:ning  waste  of  food  but  also  a 
considerable  waste  of  inspectors'  valuable  tine  and  it  took  strong  words  to
